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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the Finality of 
the previous office action have been considered but are not found persuasive. Examiner disagrees that the added limitations to the claims 
were inherent to the originally filed claims. Further applicant has merely stated such features were inherent without providing any grounds 
for supporting such an assertion. Examiner determined the added limitations did indeed necessitate the new grounds of rejection. 
Therefore the finality of the previous office action is maintained. 

Applicant submits that Bromley does not include a stem which fits within a man-made hole, noting that the "stem" is a screw hole and that 
the "grate" does not fit within a hole but rather sits atop a gasket. Examiner disagrees with applicant's submission noting first: the "grate" 
of Bromley provides a top cap having a top and bottom surface and that the "screw holes" of Bromley are indeed stems, as they are 
protrusions of material that extend from the underside of the top cap. The mere fact that they are used as screw holes does not preclude 
them from being "stems". Further it is noted that the claim does not require that the top cap fit within a man made hole but rather the stem 
fit within such a hole. Therefore applicant's arguments regarding the grate of Bromley not fitting within a man made hole are moot. 
Examiner notes for clarification that the stem of Bromley does indeed fit within a man made hole as can clearly be seen in the figure 2.. 
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
